fidelity) to the puniſhmenr of a Prophe- 
tical Curfe thar long before paſled up- 
on her , and is delivered up into the 
hands. , of Turks, and Nations- that 
Blaſpheme the Creatour , and there- 
fore doth not flouriſh in "that height 
as heretofore.
